Tbo following account by Dean Oridgo, of 
Us visit to Uetl»hkatlab last year, wfta pab- 
lialied in a diHinet form by th6 Charoh Mia- 
aionary Society Boveral montba ago, aod was 
•widely circulated among the friends of the 
bocioly In Eogliiiia, T'iiS'Ui'ii'Vuiiy^'TiKinviit,' 
which hi\a reathed' V ictorin appears in a nam-' 
bcr of Ibe Ghurcli Missionary Intelligcnctr of 
August last, with which wo have been favour- 
ed I and Wd have pleasure in giving it a place 
ia oar eolamns for tbe sake of tbose numerous 
readers wbo feel ao interest in this interesting 
Mlsstoa : 

After ten years' acquaintance with my dear 
Ohrlslian friend and brother, Mr. Duncan, and 
many oommuaioatioas with him-on-rtb^ 
jaot of bis work, I have been at length pijrniit* 
ted by a kind Providence to see with my own: 
eyes that which God bath wroufthi by. bim. 
I have spent about seven weeks in the Mission, 
ard now, on the eve of my departure, I address 
myself to the pleasing tusk of writing to yoa. 
AllhouKb I shall doubtless touch on many 
many thintts already known, I shall not, there- 
fore, forliuar, so lur as the limits of a letter 
will allow, to record my impresssions on all 
things reloiioR to the Mission. 

l oan scarcely realize that the spot on which 
I am now writing, amid the tokens pf CUristi- 
aniiy end civiliZAiloo, ^asV not'- imanyl- years 
ago, the scene of heathen riot and ^iapdsbed ; 
ttiul will bo, wo trust, the Zion frooi' wiiioh'lhe 
word of iho Lord will go forth for the salYA- 
tion of many of the surrounding tribes. 

The spiiual results ot ten years' labours are 
manilesied in a conKrei{aUon of some 400 
adults, ol whom about 300 havd been baptized 
and will become communicants so eoon as the 
order of the church shall bo fully eslubyshed. 
To this congiegatioQ Mr. Duncan delivers 
three discourses every Lord's-day, in tba na- 
tive tongue, which he speaks with wonderful 
facility. It is uffecting to witness tbe apparent 
devotion of this congregftliffn," "^lia 'w '•s*'" 
them sineing hymns to the Redeemer's praise 
with a melody and heartiness which are rarely 
surpassed in congregations at hoine. This 
body are, iipp irently, walking in the fear 61 
the Lord and the comlort of the Holy Spirit, 
and adorning by a consistent life the do>;trine 
of Grid their Saviour. Many belonging to the 
surrnundin"- trili.'a have henrd .th<) "Vord, an.ii, 
though they have not yet come out as Christ- 
ians, the good seed, Wb inuy hope, is sown and 
prepared -in God's good ',ime to spring forth 
for the further cxtensioi. of H'S kiiisJom. In 
tbeexaraioation of above a hundred candi- 
dates for'baptlBpij'' as Well as in other, matters.. 
I have been impressed with tba depth and 
renlity of the work. This has been, indeed, 
the most inierenling and important feature of 
my visit. 01 112 candidates who presented 
themselves, I accepted ninety-six. These, 
together with eighteen inlauls, were, with one 
exception, all baptized on one day, and con- 
stituted tbe birgest accession to the .Metlah- 
kallah Ohurcli which has yet been made. 1 
Wish I could give you morn copious extracts 
from;my notes of the examinations, w hich prei 
sented- many deeply interesVing ciiaes. A" 
BtrikinK feaiuro was" the number, of sjderly 
persons ■•^ho preasnte^ thpinselfes, tw^nt^.gix 
being over liiiy years 'of age'; falsifying' the 
Btateiuet.t ot an elderly Tsimshean (my com- 
pannon de uui/nye), who when wo caino in sight 
of the Ohrist'iiiu village, said contemptuously. 
"Thoy aro only boys at Metlabkailnh." It 
was affecting to boar these candidates state 
their reasons for coming forward. Fear of 
longer delar was prominent. One seemed to 
see"lho very firo ot hell before him. Others 
had seen all ihoir relatives enter into the king- 
dom ot God before tbeih. Some, though un- 
baptlzed. had etf.idently been long communing 
with God," Oirt rnfen,--Bged 8lxty-fi»e, in the 
voluntary atai«ment with trhieh, at oi»f/ re- 
quest, each candidate prefaced hia oenfession, 
and from which I shaped my subsequjnVljyBS- 
tlons, said — '-1 feel like an infant, notable to 
Biiy much; but I know that my heart is turned 
to God, anil that He has given His Son lo wash 
away my sins in His blood." Another, ii. 
woman aged se/euly-fivo, E.iid — " My sins 
have stood In my wi'y : I wish to put them 
ofif, I believe in Jesus." There was great 
anxiety among all tbo candidates to be bap- 
tized, and it was affecting to see the sorrow of 
those who were deferred. It was a pleasing 
sight to see tbe troops of little obildrea, boys 
and'gitla.Jffbin seven.-, to, .ten ye&ri,11ieatly. 
dressed and clean, coming iforward't'o'^be ex- 
amined. Being too old for infant and too 
young for adult baptism, we could-'OJily fflU--: 
miss them with encouraging words. Doubt- 
less many ot the .Vletlahkatlah church as yet 
aro only as babes in Christ, requiring the con- 
Blant nurture of the Woid, and the Shepherd's 
watchful care | yet wo may indulge the dope 
that God; having begun a good work in them, 
will perform it to the end. Signs of stability 
and self-rolianoe are not wanting. They 
gather themselves for prayer at homo and 
abroad ; they withstand the golicitationi of 
their lieathon acquaintances; they are not 
now aahmiud, for they aro the stronger parly, 
feeling themselves to belong to Him before 
whose word Ihu stfonghahis of Satan have 
been compelled to bow. There ia growth— 
there is no retrogression ; or, if an individual 
lapses, hu finds himself in the wretched situa- 
» tion of posacBsing the confnlenco ol neither the 
Church nor the world. Thanks be to Him 
who in His own time has seen Dt to bring 
forth an elgct remnant from a beolgbted people

There ia, however, a.fsajure of ,tfie,wprk of 
the M^tlafakstlab Mission Wbiohihafi'-btruolr hto 
forcibly, and on which— beioK, I think, rather 
uncommon — you will, I'trilst-ullow me a little 
to dwell, namely, the temporal elevation of the 
people and their advaocemeoc in clvtllz^ion; 
result! which aro not the product of ohanue/^ 
or the. necessary fruit of the work, but of delib- 
erate arrangement aod BtrenuouB effort, even 
as a vessel among the reefs and breakers is 
warped to bring it inta the open sea. 

The site of ilttlabkailah, the reraoral of the 
little church to which was the first essential 
iitep in this process, is happily chosen. It wai 
the ancient winter station ol the Tsimshean 
tribes. Large and lofty islands, Bome iiftecu 
or twenty miles distant, form a breakwater 
ngainst.the vjolance of tbe Pacific Ocean. In 
frbn't orttie^inilfg%Us afablheri island, forming 
an.flppn.<?l>«flii^?),ftbopJ,halfjafnile^^^ 
tifully Biijaded with smaller Ulaiida, 'on Which 
are situated the gardens of the inhabitants. 
Gentle slopes in the rear arc capable of being 
converted into verdant enclosures, or accord- 
ing to Mr- Duucao's present intentions, viliago 
green and common, and there is land enough 
iu the neighbourhood for ugricnlturo on a 
more extended scale. Though the climate is 
moist, and corn v.'ill not ripen, most vegeta- 
bles grow in abundunfo. During my stay here 
iheria have been more fine uuu Opfcii' iliaii wee 
davB, and at such times the air, at all times 
salubrioui,ia most agreeable and the scenery 
deiighlftti,. ,. rt-i., ' ■ • ; v.< 

Tbe boose's are after the Barspean model 
and the babita of the people proportionately 
Ipaprov^ed. Tbougli-they5ha?<i<.flo^je^ fornaken. 
the habit of living fiiore Hhanlone'family ih a 
house, for the sake offiiel ond company, they 
are beginning more generally to build their 
houses with small apartments at each end and 
a cuiauiou ruoiii iu iliO cculro, and thus to 
Teconc'iie iue iirini:iiiiie!i"'or lUcii' siiUnCiuu witli 
a due regard to the dc^ ncies of life. 

Almost every convenience and comfort can 
be obtained from the shop, which is plentifully 
stored with goods, a facility which is eilen- 
sively embraeed-by-tbe iahabitnDts and power- 
fully condaces lo their complste separation 
irom la/B'ii" fpiiiivt fUp^f^fjirijia^", jTii^nsn""... 
nuuiiatotaiTrd-ju'ioS i([Kri;':l<s:.iga nbl'a- iiiogle 
case has occurred during my visit. A soap 
manufactory, saw»mill, blacksmith's and shoe- 
maker's shops, are being or about to be con- 
structed, the maohinMry and appliances being 
on tbe spot. I have attended a wedding and 
other feasts. The room was decorated and the 
table spread with good but simple viands. 
Speeches wcrp made and arrabaements usual 
at home were, followed with great propriety. 
It ia a picturssque szenc to see on a Sunday 
the whole yiliAgo turning out in their b>;it 
aiiire and cqiTverging iti two lines to "the 
cppimoa centre, the church. It was like a. 
dream to renumber w,b|it many of them were 
once. Here was the foriaer^ head of the 
Tsimshean tribes, who TMrs ago, armed and 
ailired in medicine robes fptjp^lt^ed by a band 
of savages, burst into the gcbcblroom at Fort 
Simpson, prepared it the school were not 
closed during tbe season of tbeir mysteries, to 
lake the Missionary's head; only a remarkAble 
interposition of tbe hand of God saved the lilc 
of His helpless but unyielding servant. An- 
other WIS a chief who, two ye-irs ago, declared 
that he could not be converted and would re, 
turn with bis people \) the cnsloms of his 
/atherj, but nowlhii ,wi»s ,l).%p.tiled «,vd oon- 
feised himself • bajpy believed in Jesus 
Others weiemen wh6'(tb'u8e tbe'! expressive 
language of iheir baptismal cpnfet{ioxi8j[ bad 
been "vile," " ,»orm3. and Bdt%'eii''' fiVw 
clutbed and in Ibeir right mind. 

Evtry house has a ^nrdeo jq front, b«?id?; 
more extensive plots farther off. 

The .Mission house is an excellent frame 
building, sixty-four feet by thirty-two, the 
largest, I believe, with the exception of one ai 
Fort Eupertj.npth.of Victpri j extremely w.ell- 
built and lined with' dremS c'e'darPebntaiiilng 
eight rooms 00 the ground-floor besides out- 
buildings ; ayapapioas- dormitory- upstnirs for 
tbe (joarderii luolciti|;.pleaaaatly on the islet 
gardens. Tbe rodmf on tbe ground Q ior are 
lolty ajd commodious. Tbiil in which I am 
writing and which f'orpis on« of the suite ol 
apartmeuta prepared for the exclusive use ol 
tho married ilia.siopary. ii 1 may sjit. a^ .eona- 
iortable as any room in my oivn residence 
Indeed I was qt>< te astonished at the accom- 
modation provided to so remote a part, where 
one would have expected a babiiation of a 
much humbler desonpiion ; and if to this we 
add a plentiful supply of game, fish, kc, in 
the season, imported floods in thn store, quiio 
a largo "ifocKbf~gbatsVyicming"»'p?ol!n^ of 
excellent mili^, poultry and eggs, a garden 
with a plentiful stock of vegoiablei, it is eri 
dont thai with any reasonable degree of fore- 
thought on tUo part of tho Missionary, the 
days wbea anything like ideas of hardnhip 
and privation could with proprifty bo enter- 
tained of .Metlahkullah have entirely passed 
away. Indeed I have been quite impressed 
with tbe feeliog that Mr Duucau, in these 
"pfus'pective aiTi'iii(i'eioc:HB,'""nttii "u'cca more 
jJCiiiiiquSTii tuBuumfoiTi viiaiv 
of ilia own. The other buildings on tbo MIh- 
slon'priitasises arertbe largo octagon church, 
workshop, stora,.tbe original log houi* in 
which Mr Duncan jlvedi\fprv,«(iree .yeftts, iind 
oiher'out-hou'3es, th^e /o'r'aior*beiiig a' building 
of extraordinary merit, considering tht lime 
and circumstances of its erection, being built 
in the frost and snow and ruin, and all its 
parts marked out. and fitted wiiU .Mr Dancau's 
own baud. 

There is now also approaching coraplotion 
another large building. Tho smaller portion 
will ho used as a court-'- "tso, tho larger for 
village assembliei, bu' i^ra especially as a 
trading mart and a place of accommodation 
for Birungers coining for trade and other por- 
posei. This latter, it is expuctod, will be its 
most impomnt use, • It will obviate tbe dig- 
pdrBlbn of visitors over the village. They will 
be comfortably boused tpgetbar in this bnild- 
ini;, and thus aOford an exo^llf at opportunity 
of preaching tho Go.'p^V to ihcmseWej, and, 
through tbem,to tbu suiroundlng iribes. This 
building, ninety feet by thirty, ii erected on 
tho shore at thw upper end ot a largo jetty. 

This leads me to make a few rcmarki on the 
trade. No step of a temporal nature w»«, 
perhaps, so loudly demanded or hat conferred 
BUOb iDHportant benefits on ihopeopU of U«t- 
labba'tlab, in conducing to their comfort and 
oontentment in their new home. Instead of 
tiavfngStO go seventeen miles for BUppIlea ton 
be&tben camp, they can procure them at thair 
otf n doors at a cheaper rate. Persons who 
come hither to trade carry away some word or 
iniprossion to affect their countrymen at bome 
During my sojourn at .Mellakatlah there has 
not been a single Sabbath in which there have 
not been hearers of this description attendant 
on the word uf life. This is one of those 
branches of tbo work taken up by Mr Duncan, 
simply because it was pressed upon him by 
tbe force of circumstances ai necessary to his 
ontiro success. The time bas passed away 
when he felt himself bttmlliated at .beipg of : 
ferred tbo sale of a far,. 

A striking benefit of tbt trade ii tbe dla- 
positlon of the profits, tor, with n view to 
iiansferring It, wheii pbsalble, to other parties, 
ho has always conducted it on busine,<i prin- 
ciplci, in order that the pirties so assuming 
it might be able to live by It. Hitherto the 
profits realiZttd on this priaciplo, abiorbed by 
iiiitpW«Bi^libj^||^t>li»T« bsBA •jcpeodei oa 
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objects conceive tp the public benefit, in tho 
erection of public balldlDgS, in subsidies to 
the people, in aid nf improving ibolr roads and 
wharves tor canoes, in chanty to the poor and 
even in tbe redemption of ilaves. The aum 
of £600ih»B flreadLr beMi ejpended^on aticb 
objecti,'»Dd JaSnJw* i>lOf®4)>^^'i'G^ Bp- 
plied to similar U8«a«< Ii^-^act, tbe^ onTy per- 
son who. il.ulfersllClififJ'pAncaa hlmssir, who 
has sacrificed his comfort, his repose, and aU 
most his health, for tbo solo benefit of tbe 
people, but bas been nioro iban compensated 
by the rich reward of fteling that God baa 
owned and blessed the tacrifica, 

Besides this, tbo trade affurdi industrial oc- 
cupation for the. people and thus aidii them in 
a more steady advancement in the comforts of 
civilixcd life. It is quite a lively scene to wit- 
nois the various parties of labourers engaged. 
Borne in bringing tho rough limber iu rafts 
from the forest, others in sawing it into planks, 
others planing, .others. .cutting the shingles, 
oiberi with nail Vnd 'hammer efebtibg tbe 
building, all devoting themselves to their dally 
task, rather with tbe constancy of tb« Dngllsb 
labourer, than -with' tb»-filflll»4i8p08ittoa ofl 
the savag*. 

Tho interior of lha Mission House presents 
an aspect of neatniss, order and activity. 
There ore fourteen boarders, and the various 
uap-'.rliiiuu'.i Ol iivjubcboiu ',Tork arc u'lotcd lo 
ihem according to a well digSBtod progrHuimv, 
which they aarry out, not as a meuiuis, but na 
pupils of industry iu trainiug for their futur" 
position as wives and mothers. I have luoru 
than once visited the dormitory unexpectedly 
^and.foiind everything ia order and nothing, in 
'tb"e «|r br aspeot of tbo robin to bffand tbe 
mps|l(!iid|pus,v iEBcb girl has her own re- 
cess and aaby ^Chom are prettily ornameiit- 
•d. 1 have seen scarcely any jars among the 
boarders 2nd few cases deserving fT'oua r"- 

oontcnted, and it is curious to mark, when 
tbe time comes for tho leltlemcnt iu life of a 
UlBsion boarder, the struggle which takes 
place between tbo natural desire to enter into 
tho married state and regret at leaving a spot 
which baa been a happy horai. On the other 

tr-blisbment ia held..*;" the C!;r" = tit'.'!S of .»''e 
place, that a young man will scarcely look at 
a girl for a wife unless ihe has passed through 
it-r-the,h[^ftL.p|edg9-in their eyes of UBefulness 
and TirttiB.' "IrtrXBrtainlj surprising how Mr- 
Duncan, without female assistance, other than 
that of natives, could have so soccessfnliy 
carried on this branch of tho work. He pos 
sesBCS the sure talent of blending kindness 
with authority. The girls over brighten at his 
approach; they view him with thorough re- 
Epect and their obedience is prompt and 
hearty. 

During tho fishing leason tho general school 
work is much contracted ; and di:ring the 
period of toy own visit this >-ea3on, and the 
presence of the whole Missionary body, the 
Important matters which have engaged atten- 
tion, not to say tbe examination 01 upwards of 
100 candidates for baptism, which alpne has 
occupied many whole days and portions of days 
and in which I could not, for obvious reasons, 
proceed a single step without Mr. Duncan's 
presence ; all these causes havo combined to 
interrupt, not only the work of education, but 
others as well, requiring constant supervision. 
Still the general sr.liool has occasionally as- 
sembled and now that wo are all leaving it is 
in full work again. The concluiiions reauliini.' 
from my Inspection aro in tho highest degree 
favorable ; in fact, tbe rrgular technical school 
hiS'ef iileailyi for.qi.i;4 a main feature in ,Mr 
Duncan's system. Itnd a ollief f'.:!i;rum of bis 
t'uccess. Tbe pro^^ress of the scholars is re- 
markable. Thiey read, write and cipher, and 
can irnnalate easy books into their own lan- 
guage and Dice ii»rja. They have madoHome 
progress in geography and history. And 1 
certainly think that Hr Duncan, in view of the 
speoiai relations of ibis people, has done will 
in preferring the ordinary English to the sylla- 
bic system, as the vehicle of expressing tbeir 
ihougbts In writing. I liave received while at 
MeiUkailah quite a number of notes written 
in eonnexion with some casual incident or 
feeling. |;;a^^^a i^^rer pf about a dozen 
letters to varibua friends and well-wishers in 
Vicloria. I enclose two themes. _ written hv 
I girls in the Mission under thirteen years oi 
'go, on a scripturai subject which I gave ibcra 
and in the preparauon of which tliey were en- 
tirely unaided, nor has a single corructlon boon 
made, except of a pure inadvertency either in 
grammar or spelling. One of these girls 
(Ominial) is the daughter of a French Camis 
iia"ii"u5ii'"ib"roBU, oroygu't "up e'il tirij'iy dy li'er"' 
Indian mother from Btbeage of xeven years; 
the other is BsBUfejn^Jiffl*-.. evident that 
such correspondence with Obristian friend.- 
would be linpr^MCi^yunilet tbe fylfobic sys- 
tem, and uutier tha.t syitem the learners at 
MetlahkatUh would bo debarred from a great 
stimulus and a real pleasure. 

One rem.irk, however, must be made in 
reference to the education of tho boarders, and

tion in English, either 'witb "^)n6 another or 
with himself. All tbo instruction is carriiil 
on in Tsimshean, just as in teaching a cliiUi 
Latin jou use Engliib. All tho nurture and 
admonition applied to their daily training aro 
carried on through the Baino medium: so is 
tSo conduct ot tho general all'.iirs of tba es- 
tabl'shment. Tho letters and themes which 
they write aro precisely thoso which an Eng- 
lish scholar produces who is learning French. 
It will be obvious from tniB, and I think tho 
remark extremely important, that no one can 
take the sole charge _pf_tbat establishmeut 
without tbe knovledgto of the native tongue." 
In one week it would' be a scene of disorder. 
A Frenchman in Bole charge of an Kuglish 
school is a faint imago of it. These girls are 
not angels, but creatures just omergod from 
heathenism learning and trying to bo good: 
JOino of them only a very short time there, 
ripe for every temptation, competent lor any 
riot. More than nnco while I was thero Mr 
Duncan's evcr-walchful eyo nod open oar nip- 
pod in tbo bud incipient Bchoaius, from wilhi 
out ai wull as from within, from which other- 
wise mischief would hare spread like wildfire 
through the inatitutioa. Withont the language 
in whiub Ur I).i)qc«^j|tb}p|$S: and dreanaa ns 
well a* apeaks, this could, not have'been done. 
To try lo move the feelings of an English child 
in Frecch or Gerniau I But with their nutive 
tongue, tinctured with the accents of Chiisliaii 
love, tho Missionary goes straight to their 
hearts. One day Mr Duncan brought before 
mo (whom ho gcnorally addressed in all sucli 
eases} two girls fur a fault. Uuo, being inno- 
cent, was released; for iho other I intercoiloil 
and uol in vain. He spqke to hor for some 
lima w'tbout apparent effect. At last ho re- 
minded her that she was an orphan, without n 
friend in the ^rorld except witbin thosu walli. 
The poor girl could not withstand this appeal: 
I Bsw her frame shako with emotion, and ibe 
Bobbed with ail the sensibility of an Kngllsh 
girl.* yranny might do something with its

^enter [into .an aoholy aliianco with 
thoae who are opposed to BeproBcnta- 
tive laatitationa, this is oomprehon- 
sible, andit ia not sarprising that the

Ottawa, Canada, Aug 23,-18GS. 
Tbe line of lailway irom Prescott to iLo 
Capital of tbe Dominion, esteodsfor 54 miles 
i through a country which is fast being sot- 
tied by a thrifty and prosperous people. For 
the first Gfteen miles out from the sleepy- 
hollow inCuoaoa cf Prescott, little has been 
done to recloira tho land ; out beyond that 
point there are many extensivo farms with 
good buildings, and large herds of cutlle and 
other stock. 

The city of Ottawa is built on the west 
bank of the river from which it takes its 
name, aod is rapidly rising in importance 
and wealth. It contains 22,000 inhabitants, 
many beantifol and costly private and pub" 
lio bnitdibgs, mostly conatrootied of granite 
(of which extensive qnarriea exiai in tbe 
immediate nei<;Qborbood] and two or three 
good hotels. On every side great aotiviiy is 
visible, and I should not bo surprised if in 
three years from date could boast of 50,000 
inhabitants. The impiovemeota on foot are 
of that substantial and permanent character 
usually met with in English cities. One new 
erection tbat came under my obEcrvaiion 
would reflect no discredit upon Broadway, 
New York. About one mile above the city 
are the falls of Chaudiere. These falls are 
Qfty feet in height, and navigation at tbi^ 
point being interrupted, a ■ slide ' or canal 
baa bean cot tbroogb ono bank for tba ao- 
commodation of rafts floated from the great 
timber districts bieber up tbe stream. Below 
Ottawa tbe river is navigable for light 
draught steamers, and boats ply regularly 
hot ween Ottawa and Montreal. With frc" 
quent portages tbe stream is navigable north 
ot the city for 170 tnilos. 

Canadian enterprise has not been blind to 
the splendid water-powor alljrded at the 
falls, and hence I God here saw-mills, grirtt- 
mills, paper-mills, box and tub mannfac- 
tories and many other industries in full and 
prosperous operation. Ottawa has bscome 
one of tbe most important manufacturing 
centres of the DomiQioo, and bar natural 
u J vantages will enable her to prosper, even 
rthould the seat of Government be Qnally re- 
moved to some other locality, a by no tneims 
improbable event. The town was lirst located 
in 1799 by an Amerioun named Wright from 
.MassachU'etis. Its site was then a don;e 
lorest. In 1812-14 duiinc; tha American Wiir 
which then raged, Governineni; built tht 
Rideau Canal, which exteods from tiiwa 
Kingston, 170 miles west, tbe object ol 
tha work being to establish a line of inland 
ooninnaaia^t.in.n.ihat wonUl not be su subject 
to interraptioo of tba foe as tbe St La cv- 
rence river. This oaoal is in a good slate ol 
elSciaocy, and steamboats ran tbroagh it. 
The chief attraction at Ottawa are the Gov 
eromant buildings. These boildlDgs are situ- 
aied on an omioenoe overlooking the Ottawn 
river. They ore three in number — the cen- 
tre or main building being devoted to tbe 
uses of tbo two Houses of Purliumcnl, while 
ihosu upon eiltiur side are required fo' ihi' 
Governor and iixeculivo Council, the Mlii- 
islera and their clerks. 'I'he ni.iterial u.'ed in 
ilie construction of the buildings is PutHdum 
granite, a vary bard stone roogb*bevvo, tbe; 
rough ends and edges tnroed outwards. Tbo 
oopiogs and facings are of Ohio sloDe— not 
unlike the Salt' Sptibg Island in textare, bni 
much lighter in color: Tba struotores are 
lofty and commsDding In appearance. Tbe 
style of architecture is Gothic, and the roofs 
and towers are tiled and shaped after the 
French style of the sixtennih century wliioh 
has lately become quite populur on this cou- 
iinent. Tho internal arrangeiiienta are oo;i- 
venient, tho decorations neat, but uot rich. 
In tho Senate chamber tho seats are arraD^" 
ed in semicircular fows lauing the speaker — 
in a manner similar to thoso of both lioiiHes 
at Wasbiiigton J bjit in.tbe Hofli«ei of Com- 
inuns tbei-membeirs^Vsre^ seated • in aiaight 
rows on either side of the speaker and laoe 
the centre of the ball— the epeaker's cbair 
standing next tbe wall and ' looking towards 
tbe door. Tbe larniinre ia of oak and iron, 
tho chairs well cushioned and oovared with 
red morroooo. The balls and corridors etc 
hong with tbe portraits in oil, of former Gov- 
vernors and Speakers, and very distinguished 
looking men they must have been. The 
genaral effect of tho Oituwa buildings is 
good ; but to assert that in point of beauty 
or elegance of finish and donign, tbey ap- 
proach tba Capital at WasbingloD woald 
■aem » Tery ledto^ljifitjiHetUoa to anyone

wbo has inspected both establisbmenta. The 
latter in my iudgment is tho most grand 
nod elegant Btructure.on. tho continent. Tbo 
Warl'a^Dd . Treasury Deprt^ bnildioRS 
rank next next' tS^t'Ha-.Capiul,? and perhaps 
tbe QoDses ol Parliaineini .at Ottawa stand 
fourth on the list. Bat tba redder^ nlast 
l>car in. mind tbat whilst I freely acknowledge 
th'e'a'npei'idrily of tbe Washington buildings, 1 
by DO means wish it to be understood as 
seeking to convey the impression that tbe 
public buildings of the Dominion are not 
handsome struclures and worthy of admira- 
tion. In point of luut I nm annoyed to learo 
that buildings so beautiful and commodious 
should have been erected at the Uifiiog cost 
of 83;000,OOQ, -and equally astonished to 
hear that between 950.000,000 and $60,000,> 

000 bava been expanded already , in the oon- 
Btrapt|oo ; o^'-t^,' Capitol aiid that at least 
S30)00p,06o<moro ore required to complete 
it in keeping with tbe plans. On the wholo, 

1 think the Canadiann have got at least $5 
in return for their outlay where tbe°Amerioans 
have ouly received one dollar. 

Parliament dooa not meet until tbo 19lh 
prosimo, nnd the political sky is therefore 
comparatively cleared. You already know 
thut Mr Howlaod, one of the Minisiry, has 
been iippoinied Lieutenant Guvurnor of the 
Province of Ontario. Air Howland wbs 
born ill tho United Stales, came to Canado 
when quite a boy, became a prosperous mer- 
cbunt of Totooio, and finally embarked in 
politioa. Until recently be was a great adp- 
porier of George Brown, and it- fa now 
oharged tbat . be agreed to abandon tbat 
gentleman's standard last year, in oonsidems 
tion of his being oppointcd to his present 
position. No one doubts Mr Howland's 
honesty or his capability, and the only ob>> 
jiciiuo I have heard urged, is on tbe score ol 
nis niiiiOuitiicy — ^ai, ' (V'ujcciion frivolous nnd 
unworthy the ntteniion of inlolligeiit men in 
this advanced and litjeral era. The large 
miijority of Uniaiiuns accept Mr ilowlnnd's 
ippciatment with a feeliog of satislaotion. 
They are delighted to have for Governor ono 
who has assis'ed them in fighting and win- 
ning tho battles of oonatitutional liberty, aod 
wbo, having grown op among them, enler- 
tains feelings of active sympathy with all 
their wonts and desires. 

Mr earlier, leader of tho Quebec Con- 
servatives, has been raised to the dignity of 
Batonet by Letters Patoni, passed under the 
Great Seal. The title is hereditary, Mr 
Cartier has been an able and consistent ad- 
vocate of Conlederation from tho first moot- 
ing of the ecliurne, and his friends, last year, 
look the notion of tbe Imperial Government, 
which at lirst only created him a Companion 
of tbe Buth, very much to heart, especially 
wbeo it waa discovered tbat Mr IttcDooald 
leader of tba Ontario Oonservativea, bad been 
knighted. The late gracious act of Her 
Majesty, however, baa removed all irritation. 
Mr Cartier ia of French descent and a most 
able and reliable man. 

Upon conversing with public men here I 
find that the visits of Hon Mr DaOoamos and 
Mr Waddington to this cily have boon pro» 
ductive of much good. These gentlemen 
did unt luil to impress upou tho minds ol tha 
Guverninent a.s well us tho people, the vast 
iinpurtanoc of iho British Columbian Ter- 
ritory to tbo Confederacy ; its resources and 
tbe almost unanimous tone of tbe popular 
vtiicc ill favor of Union. Mr Waddington's 
lecture upon the subject of Overland Road 
Communication is spoken of as one of tbe 
most luoid and eloquent, ever delivered at 
Ottawa. And here lal me say tbat tbe story 
published at New Westminster to tba oflaot 
that Mr Waddington was publicly insoitec, 
contradicted and confounded while delivering 
his discourse, by a British Coluirbian, was a 
slander. Mr Waddington was interrupted 
but once, and the interrupiion oania from a 
centlcman who had traveled over the oniiro 
line ol r( ule, and who ross to endorse the 
leclurer's statement as to its pniclicabiliiy 
and tbe incflioient character ol our GiJvcrn-> 
ment I earnestly wfib more of our public 
.T.an TTOsld imitate the exarapks, so v?o:ih;!y 
set them by tbe gentlemen I have named, 
und pay a visit lo the oouolry. by wbiob, in 
a very brief spaoe of lime we shall form a 
political part. Their narrow vi>!W8 as to tbe 
future of tbe Dominion would, I venture to 
predict, speedily undergo a very radical 
uhangc, were they to come here aod witoeFS 
tbe great prrgiess the country is making 
since Conlederation. 

The Minisiry are lully alive lo tbe impnrtr 
iinoa ol extending their juri.sdictiou lo tlio 
I'aeifio, and the peoplo aro similarly iui- 
presseil. Evcryvvhora in Ontario and Quebec 
I find the sentiment unanimous in favor of 
'jniting us. Even tha opposition journals 
deoounce Qovarnment for being too slow in 
ihe matter; and so strong does the current of 
popular feeling tend Paoifio ward, that it in 
not improbable, were a dissolntion to oocar 
to'-morrow, one of tha chief planks upon 
which the Reform party would seek to float 
into power, would bo one having for its ob- 
ject tho iininediuto pui'chaso ol the Nortli- 
west Territory and tho Union ol Bril sh 
(ji)liiiiil)ia. 'I'hero is no fear ol a disriolniioi-, 
liowever, this session. Sir John A. jMeOonuld

The cxpenditdro under this bead in 18CC

000 than in the previous year. The most im" 
portnnt work undertaken during the year 
was tbe completion cf tbo grand trunk 
waggon rood from Vole (the head of naviga- 
tion on tbe Fraser riverj to tbe centre of the 
mioiog district of Cariboo by tba oonstrae-i 
tion of ' the unBnisbed portion of the rosd 
from Qaetnol to Alexandria, and from Cot- 
tonwood to Baikorvillo, thus makiog a total 
length of 375 miles of excellent waggon road 
ibrou^b a conntry foil of eogineering diffical~ 
ties, a result of which this young Oolony may 
be justly proud. J . i , . ' . '• 

A less costly but not oiiimporlanii work 
was tbe opening ap of a route to Ihe newly 
discovered diggings on tbe Colombia river, 
thus clearing iha way lor tbe miner and 
trader to a fresh gold Seld, wbiob promises to 
bo highly rsmuneraiive, and woich, io the 
opinion of some, may at no distant period 
rival Cariboo. 

Tbe remainder of tba expenditure nnder 
tbe head ot works was mainly iocurreH in 
keeping existing roads in repair, a service 
wbiob entails a yearly cost of over £7000. 

LEQI'LATION. 

The legielation ol 18G6 comprised chiefly 
such laws as were absolutely necessary for 
Ihe current and ordinary requirements ol the 
oomiDunity, and were mostly of a common- 
place order. Tha fact of tbe close proximity 
of union reodered the Oouocil aawilliog to 
enter very fully into any imoortant measurew 
which might not be suitable to the new 
Older of things, and which would probably 
have to be repealed or recast in the ensuing 
session. 

FOPOLATIOH. 

The extensive frontier nnd seaboard of 
the Colony, ohietiy unsettled, but at the same 
time to immigraiion or emigration unobHerv- 
ed, and the migratory nod iin^etlled hHliilt 
of the mining population, rendMr it a matter 
of peculiar diOiculty to state with any degree 
of accuracy the exact populatioo of tbe 
'■olnny,.,. .'r)).''.jti".' rgtf'C.i?."-. npajprisiog as 
ihey do only what comes under the imme- 
diate observation of the magimriite. are ob- 
viously lar under the mark. It would be a 
fair eornpiitai^on, however, to siutn the whiie 
popiilaiion of tho mainland in 18C6 at (iOOO 
Koula. One thing however is ooriaiu, tbat is, 

1 tint the settled population of tbe Colony was 
largely added to in 1866. Acriculiare and 
Block raising mnuH rapid progreis in that 
year, l3h,ill cndaavor to po nt ont present 
ly. Tho em nf resident farming populaliiiii 
dates fioin 18f)G. from wtrch fact tba most 
beni'fioial results may be anticipated. 

Tho Native population forms DO incon- 
siderable feature io this retaro. Tney muAi 
iimonnt ot the lowest curopuiatlon to 40 00U 
souls, all of whom are mora or less prodneers 
and consumers. They arc engaged in the sale 
nf skins, furs, cranberries and other cora- 
modilies. by which loreign capital is intto- 
duced into tba Colony ; and ttiey coosurae 
tbe Fame kind ol food and use tbe same sori 
of cloibiog as Ihe whit(«, wbiob oiakas them 
regular oontributorM' to rbo revenue. The 
large customs revenue of the Colony when 
compared with tho while population is thu- 
readily accounted for, since the Natives conn 
tribute at least ooa-tbird of the leoeipit* 
under tbat head. 

AGnicur,TunE. 
Dut tho most important advance yet made 
in the progress ol the Colony has been tbf 
rapid development ot agriouliora, tba growtb 
of eeieala and the roanufactdre of flour fronb 
home (jrown wheat, [n early days the Oolonj 
was unfortunately deaoribed us a barren 
wilderness, whose only resouroa was tho goir) 
bidden in its inaceensiblo miiuntains ; it syas 
baldly asserted that it, could never become 
an agricultural country, and that ii would for 
all time have to import its breadstufls from 
abroad. It was only during the ysor 18f)G 
that the ill-eflectn of„tb!s belief weie finally 
overcome and the agricultural capuuilnie't (>f 
the Colony conoltisively established. T"i o 
lac lilies lor travel affjrdod by the complHtioi, 
of tbo waggon roads and Other comrnuuica. 
lions have tended gradually to roinedy the 
.-vil. Settlers have taken up farms tbruugh 
out tba whole course of tbe roads ; large trucit- 
of land have been cultivated and sown with 
wheat and other cereals with most satisfac- 
tory results. Sleam and water power grist 
mills, occording to tho exigencies of particular 
districia, have sprung into existence ; and 
homo niunufaciurod flour of a saperior quality 
is already taking tbe place ol the irapoi'teu 
ariiolo, to tha permaneot advuniBRe of tht 
Colony. Stuck raising has also been takai. 
op with vigor and with most encouraging 
resalts lo those who have embarked io the 
enterprise, ^ ■ -^^^^...^...'-^ ^■wp^^<- 



LUMBER AND tfARS. 

A noticeable feature in Ihn development of 
the resources ol the Colony is the" impetoa" 
lately given to thg export of spars nnd lum« .. 
her. The coast of Briii^h C jlum bia is studded " 
throughout its length with camoroas deep 
landlocked harbors and lolets, whone sides are 
densely covered with" inognificent timber 
treaa. Until 1806 no efljrt had been ma'da 
to create on export of lumber, bat it is gratii 
lying to note that in thiu year two large 
saw»mills were coinpluied io liurrurd Inlet 
the moat southerly of the ooaat inlets, ond tho'i 
export of spars and lu.-nber manafaolured ' 
Irom the Douglas fir coijjnaenced' in good 
earnest. Of the superior quality' of the epars 1 
and lomber produced in this Colony there i 
is no' question, and a ounhdent hope is enter', 
taiocd (bat an important and thriving trade 
in spurs and lumber is about to ba aslablishM . 
ed. The value ol exports under this head ia 
1866 amounted to £10,000. 

IMPORTS AND i;.t?0IiT3. J 

Tho value of the irhporis in I8GG amount- ' 
fid to £298,000 in round Dumbersi, being leaBf 
than the imports of 1BC> by £179,000. This '" 
large dccrea»e n suited, as I have endeavored 
to show under tftp |jead.bf,',Reveiine and Ex- > 
penditure, frcm the oveirstotjlc imported in ' 
1865. In illustration of my remarkfl on tba 
importance of the growth ol agricultural'"; 
industry to Ihj Colony, I would point out. 
that in 18CG tha following staples ware im-" 
ported into the mainland olono ata total volua

This Colony is capable of producing or 
raising tbe wholo ol tho above without tba 
slightest dilBculty, ond their vaitio could ba 
thus saved to tbe Colcny. The protection 
alTordod to .thn farmer .Ixy th^'rmport duties' 
and cost of freigh't to the interior' itiionots to 
nt least 20 per cent.; a ready market at 
most remunsrativo prices ia always at hand. 
This condition of iiUairs ofTera induoomentB 
to a farming population that will certainly be 
taken advantage of ore lonir. 

Tho value of exports in I8GG atnounted to 

log an increase in I860 of jeiO,000. The 
principal articles of export are at present 
lure ond Inmbei ; tho value of the former 
was £28,000, ond tho latter £lO,000. An 
increase of £13,000 in tha value of furs ex- 
ported in 1860 as ogainst 18C5 ia to be noted 
as satisfactory. A large export trade in craor 
berries has also arisen, but the crop failed in 
1866; the exports id 186f nnder this bead
